The  focts  concerning  which  this  vdtness  can  give  testimony 
rrci  -  Thot  os  Vico  Chief  of  Staff,  the  expeditionary  Force 
in  Central  China  in  19? 7-1938,  when  oporotions  about 
Shanghai  and  Nanking  occurred,  acting  on  the  instructions 
of  MATSLfI ,  Iwane,  Connander-in-Chief  of  said  Force,  he 
nndeavored  to  co’-fine  the  fighting  between  Japan  end  Chino 
end  orevent  it  frrn  spreading  into  large  scale  oncration, 
and  protect  life  and  property  of  Chinese  and  foreigners, 
the  rights  and  interests  of  fr reign  countries,  and  every 
institution  C'f  culture j  that  the  numese  of  the  operations 
ot  Shanghai  and  Nanking  was  tr  defend  the  life  and  rights 
of  Jrnancso  Nationals  in  Central  China, 

This  testimony  will  disnuto  that  adduced  by  the  nrosccuticn 
tending  tr  shov;  aggression  nnd  the  responsibility  of  this 
accused  for  any  improper  trentnent  of  person  or  property,

The  frets  concerning  which  this  witness  cm  give  testimony 
oroi  -  Thrt  rs  Connrnder  of  the  Snccirl  Scrvico  Section  in 
Shr.nghri,  rt  the  tine  M/.TSUI ,  Iwono,  was  Ccmnrnder-in-Chief 
of  the  Fxncditionrry  Force  in  Centrol  Chinn,  in  1937-1938, 
v7hon  operrtirns  nbrut  Shanghai  rnd  Nanking  occured,  he  was 
sent  to  Shanghai  by  Japanese  Government  under  orders  to 
endeavour  to  end  the  strife  betv’ocn  Janan  and  Chino,  because 
Jr. orncso  Government  did  not  desire  the  affair  to  spread  into 
large  scale  warfare:  that  he  has  knov'ledgo  concerning  the 
orders  issued  by  MATSUI  and  procedures  carried  out,  when 
above  oncrati  ns  occured,  in  order  to  protect  life  and  oro- 
pc.rty  of  Chinese  and  foreigners,  the  rights  and  interests 
of  foreign  countries,  and  every  institution  of  culture, 
and  v;lll  testify  that  such  orders  and  procedures  ordered 
said  protection,' 

The  relevancy  of  this  testimony  lies  in  th'^t  it  will  dis¬ 
pute  the  claim  of  the  prosecution  and  its  evidence  in 
suonert  thereof  tending  to  shav/  that  such  Incident  Japan 
was  the  aggressor  and  its  claim  M..TSUI  is  responsible  for 
any  inoroocr  trei^tment  of  persons  or  •property. 

VHEFFFOPE,  your  petitioner  pr.ays  that  anoreprieto  order  be 
entered  herein  for  the  issuance  of  process  ad  testificandum  for 
the  production  cf  said  witnesses  at  this  trial. 

The  precise  time  when  the  testimony  of  these  witnesses  will 
be  given  is  unknown  to  this  potltloncr,  but  he  states  that  as  to 
the  witness  HAh/.DA,  said  to  be  in  custody  at  Singapore,  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  his  presence  in  Tokyo  for  interviev;  and  consultation  is 
current.
